CURATOR’S REPORT FOR FEBRUARY 1889. 


1. Luring the mouth of February, 84 Birds and 2 Mammals 
Were added to the Natural History collection. The accessions the 
other sections were 215 Archaeological objects, viz., 51 Jaina sculp- 
tures, 152 Buddha sculptures and relics, and 12 Eralmianical sculp- 
tures, excavated by the Assistant Archaeological Surveyor, N.-W. F. 
dnd Oudh Circle, from the Kankali Tila at Mathura. The coin col- 
lection received 12 silver and 217 copper coins. (Appendix A.) 

2. Three Mammals were stuffed and placed in the Museum dur- 
ing the month. (Appendix B,) 

8. The total number of visitors to the Museum during t-lve 
month was 18,199 giving a daily average of 649 visitors. (Appen- 
dix C.) 

4. Thirteen additions were made to the Library, viz., Reports S f 
Pamphlets 4, and Periodicals 4, of which 11 were presented and 
the rest, 2 periodicals, purchased. (Appendix D.)

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CURATOR'S REPORT FOR MARCH 1889, 


1. During the month of March 118 birds, 11 mammals, 1 
reptile, 29 fishes, 50 entomological, and 124 eonchologieal specimens 
were added to the Natural History collections, of which 81 speci- 
mens were purchased, 187 collected by the Museum Collectors, and 8 

presented. Accessions to the other sections were : 25 Mineralogical, 
51 Artistic, 32 Archaeological and 109 Numismatic (101 silver and 
1 gold) specimens, all being presentations with one exception, which 
was obtained by exchange. (Appendix A.) 

2. Three birds and one reptile were stuffed and placed in the 
Museum during the month (Appendix B.) 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 16,179, the daily average of visitors being 521, (Ap- 
pendix C,)

CURATOR’S REPORT FOR APRIL 1889 . 


1. During the month of April, 1 bird, 17 fishes, and 1 con- 
ehologieal specimen were added to the Natural History collections, 
all being purchased. The accessions to the other sections were : 39 
Artistic (purchased), 6 Ethnological (presented), and 16 Numis- 
matic, viz., 11 gold and 2 silver, (presented). Appendix A.

Silty — I have the honor to submit, for the information and 
the orders of Government, the annual report of the Provincial 
Museum Committee, Lucknow, for thS year ending 3.1st March 1890. 
The administration of the Museum by the Managing Committee 
has been satisfactory, and its collections have increased. I dtfubt 
whether it would be wise to attempt much increase in the collection 
of mammals, as they require a largo floor surface and need attention. 
With reference to the remarks in paragraph 7 as to the small extent 
to which fine-art workmen and dealers utilize the Museum as a 
depot for goods on commission sale, I fear that the intervention of a 
Government department between buyer and seller is rarely attended 
with much success. The case for intervention in India is that the 
Indian art trades are imperfectly organized, and that contact between 
the producers and European purchasers is consequently difficult. 
This docs not apply to industries located in Lucknow, as they are 
in the hands of intelligent and enterprising men who are quite able 
to bring their goods tb notice and to adapt them to’ the tastes of 
their customers. But it docs apply to smaller industries in outlying 
towns and the Museum might do some good if it contained a really 
representative collection of textile fabrics, pottery, carving and the 
like, and could communicate, as occasion requires, with the leading 
workmen or dealers in.a particular town. I am inclined to think 
that this object would be facilitated by allowing the Assistant Cura- 
tor to occasionally travel under orders of the Committee. I put 
this forward merely as a suggestion, as I have not ascertained the 
views of the Committee on the subject. A small grant for travel* 
ling expenses, say Rs. 200, would be required in the budget. 
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2. With reference to paragraph 20^ I support the Committee's 
recommendation that the present buildings should be examined and 
reported on by a competent Engineer both as to their condition and 
their capacity. 

3. It would appear from paragraphs 21 and 22 that the Museum 
does not benefit in the slightest from receipts from municipalities 
or from other sources, as they are credited to general revenues in 
the Government Treasury and do not affect the budget allotment 
made by Government to the Museum.

Of this total, 196 specimens were obtained by purchase, 65 were 
collected by the Museum collectors, and 693 were presented to the 
Museum. Eighty specimens have been mounted and prepared by 
the taxidermists for exhibition in the Museum. It is much to be 
regretted that the systematic efforts made by the Museum 
Committee to secure a supply of good specimens of mounted 
mammals, including tiger aud ordinary game animals, have led to 
no satisfactory results. Some of the worst specimens are to be 
weeded out at onco. It appears doubtful whether a good collection 
of mammals can be procured and properly preserved except at ap 
expense quite beyond our resources. 

7. During the year 46 specimens have been added by purchase 
to this most useful department of the 

(J) Art Section. ■ . 

Museum, ihe additions comprised pea- 
sant jewellery, brass and copper wares, soapstone articles, and cot- 
ton claris from the Lalitpnr district. Unfortunately there is a fall- 
ing off in the sales of art wares which last year amounted to 
Its. 5,413-1-7, whilst this year only Its. 3,798-9-10 have been 
realized. This compares very unfavorably with the sales at the 
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Lahore Museum, which amount to over Its 10,000. It is to be 
attributed chiefly to the following causes : — (1) to the fact that- no 
orders were received for local exhibitions in these Provinces; (2) 
to the high prices charged by the vendors for their wares, which 
in some cases are of inferior quality; (3) that they fail to supply a 
proper and representative assortment; and (t) when duplicates 
are required months and even years elapse before they can be 
obtained. This tends to shake the faith of the purchasing public 
and causes it to seek other depots, one of which has recently been 
opened in the city, and where specimens of art ware are to be had 
at much cheaper rates than in the ^Museum. If the sales depart- 
ment is to be a success, the manufacturer who elects to place his 
goods on commission sale must he given to understand that exor- 
bitant prices will not be permitted, and that only articles of the 
best mal>e and style will be exhibited for sale. In all eases these 
must be accompanied by duplicates, and if he fails to comply with 
these rules, he will be called upon to remove his entire stock. This 
branch of the Museum is useful for the development of native art, 
as it affords to the artisan a ready sale for his manufactures, pro- 
vided they are of good quality and fair price. Unfortunately the 
artisans who send their exhibits to the Museum are losing sight of 
this fact, and are becoming apathetic and mercenary, and are try- 
ing to palm off on intending purchasers goods of inferior quality 
at higher rates than those current in the bazars. The result is that 
the artisan and his Art both suffer, and the Museuih, intended for 
the reception of only the best specimens of art, is brought down 
to the level of an ordinary shop. The Committee has requested 
the Curator to draft such rules and orders as will put this matter 
on a proper footing for the future. 

8. The Curatqr reports that the Art Section might be greatly 
improved by the acquisition of a good collection of plaster casts 
illustrating sculptures and ornamental detail in and around the 
principal buildings in these Provinces. Such places as Fatehpur- 
Sikri, Agra, Jaunpur, K&lpi, Benares, Sarnatli, &e., afford ample 
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material for a collection of this kind. Artists might also be 
encouraged and assisted by being permitted to send on loan or sale 
a limited number of their works, which might form the nucleus of 
a permanent picture gallery, without which no museum is complete. 
In connection with this the architectural drawings prepared by the 
Arehreologieal Survey might be exhibited. The silver and gold- 
smith^ exhibits are very poor, and as their industry is one of the 
most important in Lucknow, no pains should be spared to increase 
and improve the collection. 

9. There have been 381 additions by presentation to this section

r great value as regards the elucidation or 

some dark period in the history of ancient India, One of the most 
* 

important additions is the inscribed silver-copper seal of Kumar a- 
gupta II, who reigned from about A.D. 485 to 530, which gives, 
for the first time, a genealogy of the early Gupta dynasty, enumerat- 
ing nine generations instead of only the seven hitherto known. 
The seal was presented to Mr. Nicholls, Judge of Cawnpore (who 
accepted it on behalf of Government) by a member of a very old 
and respectable Muhammadan family residing at Bhitari in the 
Glmipur district. 

10. A liberal grant by the Local .Government and the Muni- 
cipality of Muttra enabled the Curator, in January 1890, to resume 
the excavations of the great Jaina temples buriSd under the Kankali 
Tila at Muttra. He discovered to the east of the large Svetambara 
temple, unearthed in 1889, a brick stupa, of 47' diameter, and to 
the west another large Jaina temple whiehfbelonged to the I)igam- 
bara sect. The excavations on these sites yielded 80 images of Jaina 
Tirthamkaras, 120 railing pillars, cross-bars, and copings, as well as 
a considerable number of toraiias and other architectural pieces, all 
of which are adorned with exquisite sculptures. He also obtained a 
large number of inscriptions, 17 of which undoubtedly belong to 
tjie Indo-Seythian period, and furnish most important information 
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regarding tie history of the Jaina sect. Their dates range between 
the year 5 of the Devaputra Kanishka and the year 86 of tlie Indo- 
Scythian era, or assuming the latter to be identical with the Sulci 
era, between A.D. 83 and 164. These newly-discovered inscriptions 
prove the correctness of the Jaina tradition with respect to the 
early existence of six divisions of monks, not traced before, and 
they corroborate the statements of the Kalpasutra, regarding the 
early subdivisions of the Jaina monks in ganas, knlas, and sakbas. 
In addition, they settle another very important question. Accord- 
ing to the Svetamhara scriptures, women are allowed to become 
ascetics; but we have hitherto had no proof that this doctrine was 
really ancient. The new finds leave no doubt that it was : the 
suggestions of some orientalists, according to which the Svetambaras 
copied the Bauddhas in this practice must, therefore, her rejected . 
These important inscriptions have been edited for the “ Epigraphia 
Indica,” and all the newly-unearthed treasures have been deposited 
in the Museum. 

11. A very interesting collection of 36 architectural pieces, 
representatives of the style of ornament employed by Akbar hi 
building his palaces at Fatohpur Sikri, has been forwarded to the 
Museum by Mr. E. W. Smith, Archeological Survey, North- 
Western Provinces and Oudli Circle. A remarkable kankar image, 
representing Bhairava, was Mug out of the old fort mournful 
Nagram, the ancienj Nalagfama, in the Lucknow district, and 
secured for the Museum by Colonel M. Tweedie, Bo. S. C. 

12. Three hundred and seventeen additions have been made to 

(d) Numismatic Section. * th “ SCetiou durin S the year, viz., 33 gold, 
220 silver, and 64 copper coins. The gold

The largest attendance on any single day was 10,981, 
on tlie 7th November 1889, being tlie Hindu bathing day on Kiir- 
tika Purnamasf. The admission of parda-uash'u women on the 
15th of every month, from noon to 6 i>. m., was instituted in J une 
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1889, and their attendance from that month to the cixl of March 
1890 amounted to 494, which number is included in the above 
general total. Appendix D shows the fluctuations from month to 
month. 

18. The Museum comprises two buildings, the Lai Baradari 

and Gulistan-i-Tram. Both are in some res- 
pects defective, some of the rooms being so 
badly lighted that the specimens are hardly discernible. The Cura- 
tor is also of opinion that as the collection increases the present 
accommodation will before long become inadequate. 

19. The buildings require thorough repair, inside and outside. 
Mare light is wanted in the Library and Economic and Archeologi- 
cal sections. The facades of both buildings are out of repair, more 
especially the verandahs of the Lai Baradari : the columns and 
caryatides beneath, supporting the roof, being in many cases unsound 
and rotten. The drains around the buildings should be opened up, 
thoroughly examined and repaired. The front might be scraped and 
the rich ornament, now hidden beneath numerous coats of colour- 
wash, restored. 

20. The Museum buildings are now under the charge of the 
Jfazul Department, There is no separate allotment for their main- 
tenance. The Naziil Department has a lumpsum for all the build- 
ings under its care, and out of this it spends what little it can spare 
on ordinary annual repairs to the houses containing this Museum. 
But this arrangement is, in the Committee's opinion, no longer 
adequate to present needs. Special repairs and alterations of a 
somewhat difficult and extensive nature seem to be required : but 
before all a careful professional survey of tlife whole of the buildings 
by a capable Engineer is urgently desired. 

In the Committee's opinion the charge of tire Museum build- 
ings should be transferred to the Provincial Public Works Depart- 
ment : and I may add that the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Mulock, 
who has recently been invited to join the Committee, concurs in 
this view.

Sir —I am directed to acknowledge your letter No. 2850M, 
dated I2tli July last, submitting the Annual Report of the Lucknow 
Provincial Museum Committee for the year ending 31st March 1890. 

2. The sales of art-ware have fallen off from Rs. 5,413 in the 
previous year to lls. 3, 798 in that under review ; and the Commit- 
tee lave remarked on the small extent to which fine-art workmen 
and dealers utilize the Museum as a depot for goods on commission, 
sale. You are of opinion that owing to the imperfect organization 
in India of the trade in art manufactures and the consequent difficulty 
of bringing producer and purchaser into contact, there is more call 
than in other countries for the intervention of a Government depart- 
ment between buyer and seller. In this view you suggest that the 
Assistant Curator should be allowed to travel, under the orders of 
the Committee, for the purpose of securing for the Museum a really 
representative collection of the manufactures of these Provinces, and 
communicating as occasion requires with the leading workmen and 
dealers in a particular town. The Lieutenant-Governor has no ob- 
jection to your making the suggestion to the Committee, who are at 
liberty to try the experiment if they like, though it is doubtful if 
the Museum will ever be useful in this regard. The chief difficulty 
that has been experienced has been that orders for wares are so slow- 
ly and uncertainly executed. 

3. With reference to the remark in paragraph 8 of the report, 
that the Art Section might be greatly improved Jby the acquisition 
of a good collection of plaster casts, illustrating sculptures and 
ornamental details in and around the principal buildings in these 
Provinces, I am to say that any practical suggestions for making 
such a collection will bo favorably considered. 
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4. The Iieutenant-Governor notes with interest the additions 
which have been made during* the year to the Archaeological Section 
of the Museum, particularly the inscribed silver-copper seal of 
Kum&ragupta, 

5. The total number of visitors to the Museum was 182,454 as 
compared with 206,128 in the previous year : the largest attendance 
was 10,984 on 7th November 1889, being the Hindu bathing day 
on Kartika Purnamasi. The decrease in the number of visitors is 
to be regretted, but it is satisfactory to note that the action of the 
Committee in setting apart half the* day on the 15th of every 
month for the admission of par da-na shin women has been appre- 
ciated, as is shown by the attendance on these days which has 
aggregated 494. 

6. With regard to paragraph 20 of the Committee's report, I 
am to observe that orders have been separately issued for the 
transfer of the Museum buildings to the care of the Public Works 
Department, and that Department has also been requested to 
undertake a careful survey of the buildings. 

7. You notice that the Museum does not benefit from Munici- 
pal, contributions or from receipts from other sources, because they 
are credited to Government revenues and do not affect the budget 
allotment made by Government to the Museum. But it must be 
borne in mind that the entire cost of the Museum is debited to 
Provincial Funds ; that the Government has been generous towards 
it in the matter of special grants whenever a case was made out ; 
that the Committee have as much money at their disposal as they 
can profitably expend ; and that they do not, as a matter of fact, 
spend up to the limit of their budget. There is, however, no 
reason why contributions from Municipalities and other sources 
should not he encouraged, and if the Committee prefer it, the Gov- 
ernment grant will be reduced next year, to be supplemented by 
the whole of the subscriptions which the Committee can raise from 
Municipalities and other sources.

In continuation of correspondence ending with your No. 832, 
dated 1st March 1890, I have now the pleasure to inform you 
that I have forwarded six specimens of various iron implements made 
out of native ore in this district and one piece of iron ore to the 
Lucknow Museum. I have informed the Director of the Museum 
that if he cares for any more specimens I can supply them. 

2. I may take the opportunity of ^forwarding you at the same 

time some information which I have been able to collect regarding 
an interesting manufacture, * 

3. For a complete report on the subject, I may ref3r you to 
Mr. Ball's “ Jungle Life in India," page 667 if. Here I merely give 
the details for Mirzapur. The manufacture is altogether in the 
hands of an aboriginal tribe of iroh-makers known as Agariyas. 
The last census shows the tribe to number only 57 3 souls. My 
own inquiries show that the number of families engaged in the 
trade and the number of furnaces at work is as follows : —

A. Iron ore in the form of magnetite is found very generally 
distributed throughout South Mirzapur, The most noted mine is 
at a place called Korchi on the I’angan river. At present, the 
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mines- moat worked are at Karwani Tappa Dudhi, and NaudiUa 
Tappa G aura, both in the Dudhi Pargana. In Bijaigavii and 
Singrauli there appear to be no special mines, but the ore is found 
all over these Parganas and in particular there is a considerable 
supply close to the now abandoned coal mines in the .Singrauli 
basin, regarding which I recently submitted to Government some 
notes of exploration by Mr. J. Cockburn of the Opium Depart- 
ment. 

5. At present no iron ore is fused by coal : all that is made is 
by wood charcoal, and having.regard to the great depletion of forests 
in South Mirzapur during recent years, this is a ground for not 
extending much encouragement to a trade which is very injurious 
to the wood supply of the country. It would be different if the 
coal supply could be utilized for the manufacture. But for this 
wo must await the invention of a simple form of furnace to be 
worked by hand labour by which the coal could be used. 

6. The modus operaudi now prevailing is as follows : The 
workman's family dig, clean, and grind the ore which is of a dusky 
red colour. They next make themselves the necessary charcoal, and 
on the third day the process of fusiug the ore commences. The 
furnace is a cone of mud, three or four feet high. At the base is a 
stoke-hole, whence the slag known as kit is, from time to time 
removed. At the top of the furnace is a, sort of bamboo table on 
which the ground ore and charcoal, in the requisite proportions, arc 
mixed. 

The furnace is, meanwhile, half filled with charcoal which is 
ignited, and the ore and charcoal mixed are gradually poured in 
.through a hole on the top and the heat is kept up by a rude goat-skin 
bellows, which the workman and his wife work -with their feet. When 
fused the ingot of iron is dragged out and hammered until all' 
foreign matter is removed. If the ore is good, it is calculated, that, 
6 seers of ore give one seer of iron at an expenditure of 15 seers of 
charcoal, allowing for breaks in work, the Agariyas not working 
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continuously and the work being abandoned ' in the rains, the 
average produce of one kiln per annum may be taken at 21 rnaumls 
of clean iron; which at current rates, would lx> worth about Its. 40. 
The average annual outturn of iron in this district may theh be 
taken at between 1,600 and 1,700 maunds at present. This is much 
less than used to be the case, as the cheap English iron lias come 
into disastrous competition with the local supply. The best iron 
is known as Gaurd and sells for about 15 seers per rupee. The 
second class Chharya, sells at about 2.1 seers. Most of this iron is 
consumed locally. It is made up into the small asees (which every 
resident in South Mimpur habitually "uses), spades, sickles, plough- 
shares, and the like. Some of these are made by the Agariyas 
themselves, but most of them by local blacksmiths. *fcho Best 
workmen live in the neighbourhood of Gubar wargaon in Singrauli, 
and some of them turn out remarkably neat tools. Any that is 
bought for export passes into the hands of Banyas who take it in 
exchange for grain, &c., and thence it is carried on bullocks to 
Ahraura Bazar which is in the low country below the hills. Some 
iron, from the native states of Sirguja and Rewa, also finds its way to 
Ahraura which is the centre of the trade in this part of the country. 
Prom 1,000 to 1,500 asees, spades, or ploughshares appear to be 
sold annually in Ahraura. The iron has a high reputation for tena- 
city and endurance, and no resident of South Mirzapur dreams of 
making an asee out of anything but local iron. 

* 

7. The Agariyas arc a miserable race. The work is very exhaus- 
ting and labourious, particularly in hot seasons, and the women who 
do much of the labour* are a particularly wretched class. It is 
believed, that working hard, a man and his wife cannot make on an 

average more than three or four annas per diem. 

• 

8. As I have said, unless the coal supplies are utilized, there 
seems no possibility or advantage, at present, in making any attempt 
to develope the trade. If I can supply any further information 
specimens I shall have much pleasure in doing so. 
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CURATOR'S REPORT FOR MARCH 1890. 


1. During the last month 6G Natural History Specimens have 
been added to the collection, of which 9 are mammals, 19 birds, 
2 reptiles and 36 insects. Of these 51 were collected by the Cu- 
rator, 11 purchased, and 1 # presented. Accessions to the other 
sections were 49 numismatic (31 silver and 18 copper), 844 
aruha3ological, 1 miscellaneous, and 2 artistic specimens. The latter 
were purchased and the rest presented. (Appendix A.) 

2. Twelve Natural History Specimens have been prepared by the 
taxidermists and placed in the Museum. (Appendix B.) 

3. Tlie total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 11,955, the daily average of visitors being 385. (Ap- 
pendix C.)

L In January 1886, a department for the sale of Art ware, call- 
ed the “Ajit Singh Art Depot,” was opened at the Museum. The 
objects aimed at were twofold : — 

• 

(a) The development of the artistic industries of these 
Provinces by acting as a means of communication 
between the purchasing public and the almost 
inaccessible producer. 

{h\ The maintaining of a better collection of art ware at 
the Museum by sales and new purchases prevent- 
ing the deterioration of specimens through long 
exposure to light and dust. 

See “ Minutes of the Managing Committee,” vol. I, page 281, 
Allahabad, 1889. 

2. This department did excellent work at the time of its esta- 
blishment; but owing t(* the great apathy and want of ' punctuality 
on the part of the native artizans, it lias lately lost, in some degree, 
the confidence of the purchasing public. 

3. The manufacturers who place their goods on commission 
sale, bring discredit on the Museum by their exhibiting articles of 
inferior make and style at higher prices than those charged by 
themselves in the bazars and at the Art Depot opened in the city. 

Depdts for the sale of Provincial art wares have been opened 
at Lucknow, Allahabad, Dehli, Jaypur, Simla, and at all the large 
Railway Stations in these Provinces. 
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B. At present the department is worked with a loss, owing to 
the non-receipt of the payment of bills, some of which are outstand- 
ing for years. 

6. Proposed — That the Sales Department attached to the Art 
Section be closed at the end of the official year, as the primary 
reason of its establishment is no longer valid.

To—The Chief Secretary to Government % NrJT, Provinces and Ondh 9 
Sir, — I have the honor to submit, for the information and 
the orders of Government, the Annual Report of the Provincial 
Museum Committee, Lucknow, for the year ending 31st March 189 1. 

2. The report shows that considerable additions have been 

made during the year under report to, the several sections of the 
Museum, and that its popularity, as judged by the number of visi- 
tors passing the turnstile, continues. * 

3. The thefts mentioned in paragraph 6 indicate considerable 
carelessness on the part of the Assistant Curator and the Museum 
subordinates during the absence of the Curator. It is to be presumed 
that the Committee on inquiry into the matter were unable to suffi- 
ciently fix responsibility on particular individuals, as otherwise reco- 
very from the stall of the whole or portion of the value of the stolen 
articles would seem expedient. The Committee merely say that they 
have taken steps to prevent recurrence of such thefts. 

4<. The extensive repairs and alterations which in paragraph 
22 are said to be required should form the subject of a separate 
reference.

Sir,— I liave the honor to submit, for the information and the, 
orders of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commis- 
sioner, the Annual Report on the Administration of the Provincial 
Museum, Lucknow, for the year ending 3 1st March 1891. 
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2. Committee 1 of Management ,-* Owing to the permanent non- 
residence of one member and the frequent non-attendance of several 
other members, the Committee in J uly in vited Mr, F. B. Mulock, 
C.S., to join the Managing Committee as Additional Member. 

8. During the past year nine meetings have been held in the 
months of April, June, July, August, October, November, January 
and March. The average attendance at each meeting was five mem- 
bers including the Curator, or in his absence, the Assistant Curator. 
The Curator officiated as Secretary in the months of May and 
June. 

4. Ordinary Members ancl Corresponding Secretaries . — No addi- 
tions have been made to the list of Ordinary Members and Corres- 
ponding Secretaries. 

5. Establishment-. — Dr. A. Fiihrer held charge of the Curator- 
ship, except while on tour as Assistant Archaeological Surveyor, 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh (15th November 1890 to 5th 
March 1891), when Babu Gangadhar Ganguli, the Assistant Cura- 
tor, officiated in charge. In February an assistant for preparing 
moulds and plaster casts was added to the Museum staff. A 
nominal roll of officers and servants in the employ of the Com- 
mittee is given in Appendix A, 

6. The Curator reports that, shortly after his return from 
camp, he discovered the theft from the Museum buildings of five 
heavy cases of sheet window glass, specially ordered at the cost of 
£12 from England for the newly constructed cases of the Econo- 
mic Section, and that on inquiry the establishment were unable to 
give a satisfactory explanation of the occurrence. This, coupled 
with the fact that a revolver, being a mutiny relic, was stolen from 
the Museum buildings in February, shows great lack of supervision 
on the part of the officer in charge. The Committee have taken 
steps to prevent the recurrence of such thefts.

9. The Co mmi ttee desire to place on record their indebtedness 
Mr. George Reid of Naini Tal, Member of Managing Committee 

charge of the Natural History Department, for his services in 

• 
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preparing the new Catalogue of Birds, issued in October 188?, and 
in arranging and naming the entomological collection, for his 
numerous and valuable donations of Natural History Specimens 
during the past two years, and regret that they were not adequately 
acknowledged at the proper time and place in the last year's 
report. 

10. (b) Art Section . — During the year 1*26 specimens have been 
added by purchase and 19 specimens by presentation to tins sec- 
tion. The additions comprised carved and inlaid ebony wares from 
■Nagina ; painted ware froin/filhar ; tarkashi ware from Mampnri ; 
embroidered leather ware from Gorakhpur ; papier-mache work from 
Manila war and MuzaiTaniagar ; daris from Aligarh ; brass ware 
from Ludknow and Benares • koft work from Jaipur ; satinetlcs from 
A'/amgarh ; cotton prints from Bulandsliahr ; brass and silver toys 
from Muttra and Hamirpur ; palangposhes from Sandili ; zarbuland 
and bidri wares from Lucknow ; ivory paintings from Delili ; silver 
work from Kaeh ; matchlocks, axes, spears, and bows from Bundel- 
khandj a carved over-mantel piece, carpets, curtains, swords, brass 
and iron cannons from Burma ; embroidered hats of Shan chiefs 
from Bhamo ; and a silk embroidered dress worn by Ban jar a women 
from Bahraich. 

11. Mr. E. W. Smith, Archaeological. Survey, has presented to 
the Art Section *19 plaster casts, illustrating the style of ornament 
used by Akbarrin embellishing his buildings at Fatehpur Sikri, He 
has also undertaken, with the help of a paid assistant, the formation 
of a representative collection of architecturaboriiament and sculpture, 
referred to in paragraph 8 of last- year's report. During the cold 
season Mr. Smith has prepared 88 moulds of. the carved stoneMetail 
ornamenting BirbaTs house at Fatehpur Sikri, and some fine and 
elaborate specimens of mural decoration in stucco from the Hakim's 
quarters, which are of special value, as owing to the dilapidated and 
neglected state of the building, this interesting style of ornamen- 
tatiou is decaying, and in course of time will disappear. These 
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moulds will shortly be cast in Plaster of Paris, and duplicates could 
be prepared at a comparatively low cost for Indian, Colonial, and 
European Museums. 

12. The Art-ware Sales Depot, in connection with the Museum, 
realized only Ks. 1,43-1-4*0 during the year under report. This 
considerable falling off in the sales of art-wares is chiefly due to the 
introduction of the cash instead of the credit system formerly in 
vogue at the Museum. This step was considered necessary by the 
Committee, owing to the disagreeable task of realizing the payment 
of bills for purchases made, in many ejiscs, years ago. In consider- 
ation that the irrecoverable claims of the Museum at the end of the 
official year amounted to Us. 266, the CommiRee ordered the §ales 
Depot to be closed with the beginning of the present year, A 
representative collection of the principal art-wares of these Provinces 
has been acquired for exhibition in the Museum, and the addresses 
of the makers, with prices, are being inscribed on each specimen 
and in n‘ separate register for the* benefit and information of the 
purchasing public. 

18. (c) Archaeological Sedion ,— There have been 798 additions 
by .donations and one by purchase to this section during the year. 
A copperplate grant of (Jovindachandra Deva of: Kanauj, dated 
Samvat 1188, or A. D. 1131, was obtained by Mr. W. Grierson 
Jackson, Collector of Fatehpur, Has wo, in October 1885, at the 
village of lien, anddorwarded to the Museum by Government. A 
fragmentary silver scroll, recording in Pali the erection of a Buddhist 
Vihara, was acquired* by purchase from Burma. 1 he Collector of 
Mainpuri forwarded five kankar images of Jain a lirlhaiiikaias, 

'■ inscribed Samvat 1032 and 1133, respectively, which had been dug 
a dih at the village of Sahan in talisil Karhal. An interest- 
ing addition of 49 pieces of sculptured stone from the buildings at 
Fatehpur Sikri has been made by Mr. lw\V. Smith to thc^colleetion 
forwarded by him last year. Some of them were found a mile away 
from the principal buildings, amongst rubbish and jungle, whilst 
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others were excavated from the east side of the record chamber, and 
may have belonged to the Ibadat Khana known to have been erected 
by Akbar in A. D. 1575, but which has not yet been satisfactorily 
identified. 

It. Liberal grants by the Local Government in the Public 
Works Department and the Museum Committee have enabled the 
Curator to finish the excavations of the Kank&lf Tila at Mathura 
during the cold season of 1890-91. The results of his work far sur- 
pass those of the previous two years, as the new finds form impor- 
tant additions to our knowledge of Indian history and art. He 
forwarded to the Museum T37 fine pieces of sculpture, comprising 
beautifully finished panels, doorways, to ran as, columns, complete rail- 
ings ‘with copings and bars, statues of Tirlhamkaras, &c. Amongst 
these sculptures there is one which apparently possesses very consi- 
derable archeological interest. It is atorana bearing a relief which 
represents a stupa worshipped by Centaurs and Harpies, or, as the 
Hindus would say, Kinnaras and Garudas or Suparnas, Centaurs 
have been found on the Buddhist sculptures at Bharlmt and Gaya, 
while Matlmm has furnished the Silenus groups and Hercules 
strangling the Ncmean lion. This new find is a further addition 
to the monuments which prove the influence of Hellenistic art 
among the Hindus of the last centuries preceding our era. Sixty- 
two of these sculptures are inscribed, bearing dates varying from 
150 B.C, to A.D. 1023, On a beautiful carved torana there is a 
brief dedication, written in an ancient Prakrit dialect and ia characters 
which appear a little more archaic than those of Dhanabhuti's 
inscription on the gateway of the Bharliut stiipa, dated in the reign 
of the Sungas, or about B.C. 150. A second inscription, incised in 
two lines on an oblong slab, gives us the name of the founder of one 
of the temples excavated last year. Its characters do not differ 
much from those used in the earliest dated inscriptions of the Indo* 
Scythic period. As two temples have been discovered under the 
Kankalf Tila, the natural inference from these inscriptions would be 
that one of them was built before 150 B.C. and the other consider* 
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ably later, about the beginning of our era. Unfortunately, another 
circumstance has come to light which requires a modification of tins 
assumption. The Curator has found several sculptures which have 
been carved out of more ancient ones. Thus, a pilaster bearing an 
inscription in characters of the Indo-Scythic period has been cut out 
of the back of an ancient naked Jina. Again, there is a small statue 
with a similar inscription cut out of the back of a sculptured panel 
bearing on the obverse a rather archaic inscription. These facts 
prove that the Jainas of the Indo-Scythic period at Mathura used 
for their sculptures materials from an older temple. Hence the dis- 
covery of the torana, with its very archaic inscription, shows indeed 
that there was a Jaina temple in Mathura before B.C. 1 50. Another 
important document is incised on the left portion of the base "of a 
large standing statue, recording that this statue of Ara Ti’rtliaiiikara 
was set up in Samvat 78 within the precincts of “ a stupa built by 
the gods,” i.c., the stupa was so ancient that at the time when the 
inscription was incised its origin had been forgotten. On the evi- 
dence of the characters, the date of the inscription may be referred 
with certainty to the Indo-Scythic era, and is equivalent to A. D. 
156. The stupa which was laid hare last year must, therefore, have 
been built several centuries before the beginning of the Christian 
era : for the name of its builders would assuredly have been known 
if it had been erected during the period when the Jainas of Mathura 
carefully kept record of their donations. Another donative inscrip- 
tion, dated Samvat 1080, proves, like the two colossal images with 
the dates Samvats 1036 and 1131, found in 1889, that these ancient 
temples were used by, the Jainas during the greater part of the 
eleventh century, and that their destruction certainly happened in 
Very late times. 

15 . (4) Numismatic Section , — The Numismatic Section received 
450 additions during the year, viz., 19 gold, 75 silver, 352 copper 
coins, and 4 plaster impressions. Of this total 231 were obtained 
by presentation and 219 by exchange, The gold coins comprise 12 
I’athan and 1 Moghal Sultans of Delhi, and six fanams oi bangalore 
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and Tran quebar, 1?he silver coins include Varaba Drammas of King 
Bhojadeva, so-called GadhifL coins, Indo-Seythian “ Kida ;; class, 
Indo-Sassanian, Sultans of Dehli,. Bengal and Maisur, and old Bur- 
mese coins. The copper coins comprise, amongst others of ordinary- 
types, Dams of the Surf- dynasty of Delhi, and a good collection of 
the Pandyas and Cliolas of Southern India, The four plaster 
impressions are copies of rare silver rupees of Akbar, minted at 
Fatelipur Sikri in A. II. 982. Detailed notices of these coins are 
given in the Curator's monthly reports, A nominal list of donors 
is furnished in Appendix C. 

16. (c) Miscellaneous Section . — The Economic Section received, 
amongst other contributions, six samples of iron implements made 
by an aboriginal tribe of iron makers known as Agariyas in the 
South Muvripur Hills, and the Geological Section two samples of 
iron ore, forwarded by the Collector of Mirzapur, Interesting 
miscellaneous additions are the model and carved screen, with photo- 
graphs of the Nadrai Aqueduct, presented by Government, 

17. (!) Publieulions . — The Minutes of the Managing Commifcee 
for 1888-89 have been printed during the year and are ready for 
issue.

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19. During the year under report 445 persdbs ntade use of the 
Reference Library attached to the Museum. Most of the readers 
were pleaders, teachers and students of the various Colleges at 
Lucknow. 

20. Cases and Furniture.— The Economic Section received live 
large almirahs and the Library two reading tables, which have been 
constructed in the Museum Workshops. The egg almirah, men- 
tioned in last year’s report, was gifted by Mr. A. 0. llume to Mr 
G. Reid of Naim Tal, who presented it to the Museum on leaving 
Lucknow. 

21. Visitors. — The total number of visitors registered by the 
turnstile amounted to 170,055, the daily average of visitors being 
465. The largest attendance was 10,732, on the 26th November 
1890, being the Hindu bathing day on Kartika Purnamasi. Com- 
pared with last year, the year under report shows a decrease of 
12,399 visitors. The cost rate of each visitor admitted to the Mu- 
seum is about T3 anna. The attendance of pant d-na, shins on the 
15th of every mouth aggregated 645, which number is included in 
the above general total. Appendix D shows the fluctuations from 
month to month. 

22. Buildings. — During the year the charge of the Museum 
buildings has been transferred from the Naziil to the Provincial 
Public Works Department, and a careful survey was made by the 

’ Executive Engineer, \tith the result that extensive repairs and alter- 
ations, amounting to Rs. 22,922, are considered urgently required 
by that officer. The proposed repairs have the full support of the 
Committee. 

23. Finances. — The receipts of the Museum amounted to
